The preliminary amendments filed October 28, 2005 and March 2, 2006 have 
been received and entered.

I. Claims 13, 15-18, 25, 27 and 28 are drawn to a method for enhancing 
glucose uptake into warm-blooded animal cells comprising administering 
to a warm-blooded in need thereof an effective amount of one or more 
HMG-CoA reductase inhibitor(s), classified in class 514, subclass 423. 

II. Claims 14-18, 25, 27 and 28 are drawn to a method for enhancing 
glucose uptake into warm-blooded animal cells in the presence of insulin 
comprising administering to a warm-blooded in need thereof an 
effective amount of one or more HMG-CoA reductase inhibitor(s), 
classified in class 514, subclasses 3 and 423. 

III. Claims 19-21 , 23-26, 29 and 30 are drawn to a method for the treatment 
of diabetes, hyperglycemia, glucose intolerance or gestational diabetes 
mellitus, or the treatment or prophylaxis of diabetic complications in a 
warm-blooded animal comprising administering to a warm-blooded 
animal in need of such treatment an effective amount of one or more 
medicament(s) selected from the group consisting of pravastatin, 
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lovastatin, simvastatin, fluvastatin, cerivastatin, atorvastatln, 
pravastatin and rosuvastatin, classified in class 514, subclasses 423 and 
866. 

IV. Claims 20, 22-26, 29 and 30 are drawn to a method for the treatment of 
diabetes, hyperglycemia, glucose intolerance or gestational diabetes 
mellitus, or the treatment or prophylaxis of diabetic complications in a 
warm-blooded animal caused by insulin resistance syndrome comprising 
administering to a warm-blooded animal in need of such treatment an 
effective amount of one or more medicament(s) selected from the group 
consisting of pravastatin, lovastatin, simvastatin, fluvastatin, 
cerivastatin, atorvastatin, pitavastatin and rosuvastatin,, classified in 
class 514, subclasses 423 and 866. 
The four inventions are independent and distinct, each from the other as they 
have a separate status in the art as shown by their different and separate subject 
matter for inventive effort. Further, a reference, which anticipates any one of the 
above inventions, would neither anticipate nor make obvious of the other inventions.
